London  MUsionary  Society. — The  Directors  give  the 
followiog  summary  view  of  the  Mission  at  Pinang: 
The  Society’s  Mission  at  Pinang  was  commenced  in 
1819,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  (after¬ 
ward  Dr.)  Milne,  who  liad  himself  visited  that  island 
in  18lC,  for  the  purpose  of  distributing  the  Scriptures 
and  tracts  among  the  Chinese  settlers. 

In  1819,  the  population,  composed  of  people  of  va¬ 
rious  nations,  but  chiefly  of  Chinese  and  Malays, 
Hinoiinted  to  about  30,000;  it  has  since  increased  to 
about  40,000. 

The  labours  of  the  .Missionaries  have  been  chiefly  di¬ 
rected  to  the  Chinese  and  Malays;  but  no  evidence  ot  de¬ 
cided  spiritual  results  have  appeared,  in  regard  to  any 
ot  the  people  of  either  of  those  nations  settled  in 
pinang.  'I’lie  Missionaries  there  liave,  however,  not 
laboure<4  in  vain.  Dy  means  of  s  "looU,  numerous 
youths,  both  Chinese  and  Malays,  have  been  taught  to 
read,  and  instructed  in  the  knowledge  of  Christianity: 
many  of  tliem  understand  tfie  most  important  trullis 
of  religion:  and  so  much,  of  late,  has  this  appeared  to 
be  the  case,  as  to  the  ('hinese,  that  hope  is  indulged 
of  Christian  teachers  being  eventually  raised  up  from 
among  the  (Miinese  boys  educated  in  the  scliools.

In  lb24,  a  Chapel,  erected  chiefly  by  means  of  sub¬ 
scriptions  on  the  spot,  w  as  opened  tor  preaching  in 
Chinese,  Malay,  and  English.  The  attempts  made 
from  time  to. time,  to  collect  a  Chinese  congregation 
have  failed;  but  Christian  knowledge  has,  neverthe¬ 
less,  been  diffused  aiTiOng  that  people,  by  means  of 
conversations  with  them  in  tlieir  dwelling-houses,  in 
the  bazaars,  and  in  other  places  of  public  resort;  and 
by  means  of  the  Scriptures  and  Christian  tracts,  which 
have  been  extensively  distributed  among  tliem.  It  is 
pleasing  also  to  fin  I,  tliat  tlie  .Malays  manifest  a  great¬ 
er  disposition  to  receive  the  Scriptures  than  formerly, 
and  show  that  a  know  ledge  of  Divine  truth  is  gradu¬ 
ally  increasing  among  them:  a  congregation,  consisting 
of  from  40  to  60,  usually  attend  public  worship  on  the 
Sabbath,  and  about  20  on  a  week-day:  many  of  them 
a|)pear  to  be  fully  convinced  of  the  falsehood  of  Ma- 
homedaiiism,  and  of  the  truth  ot  Christianity;  but 
the  fear  of  man  prevents  them  from  making  an  open 
profession. 

The  English  services  have  been  usually  well  attend¬ 
ed;  and  there  is  reason  to  believe,  that,  tbroiigb  the 
Divine  blessing,  they  b.ave  been  the  means  of  no  small 
spiiitiial  benefit  to  many.  . 

The  Mis.sionaries  liave  occasionally  visited  the  west¬ 
ern  coast  of  the  Malayan  Peninsula;  w  here,  as  well  as 
in  the  interior  parts  of  Prince  of  Wales’  Island,  nu- 
inerons  copies  of  the  Scriptures  and  Christian  tracts 
have  been  ilistnbiited. 

A  small  fount  of  Chinese  moveable  met.al  types  has 
been  cast  in  England,  from  blocks  prepared  at  Pinang; 
which,  it  is  hoped,  may  realize  the  improvement 
which  Dr.  Milne,  more  than  fifteen  years  ago,  antici¬ 
pated;  and  thus  tend  to  enlarge  the  means  of  diffu¬ 
sing  the  knowledge  of  Christ  among  the  millions  of 
Chinese. 

The  inveterate  prejudices  and  superstitious  habits 
of  both  the  Chinese  and  .Vlalays,  as  w’ell  as  their  natu¬ 
ral  enmity  and  indifference,  form  a  strong  barrier 
against  the  admission  of  the  tnith;  but,  by  persever¬ 
ance,  in  the  rigliteous  and  holy  use  of  the  means 
divinely  prescribed  and  providenTially  furnished  for 
promoting  their  religious  instiuction  and  conversion, 
and  in  importunate  supplication  for  the  success  of  the 
means  so  used,  we  are  waiTanted  to  hope  tliat  the 
preparatory  change  commenced  will  he  still  further 
advanced,  and  issue  at  length  in  the  full  attainment  of 
tlie  object  wliich  tlie  Society  basin  view,  viz.  turning 
men  from  darkness  to  light,  and  from  the  power  of  satan 
unto  God. 

In  the  description  of  the  labours  of  the  American 
Baptist  Missionaries  in  the  Burman  Empire,  we  find 
an  interesting  letter  from  the  Rev.  G.  D.  Boardman, 


tliat  nursing  care  and  culture,  which,  under  ordinary 
circumstances,  would  be  thought  indispensable  to  her 
growth  and  extension,  yet  she  has  gone  on  “  length¬ 
ening  her  cords  and  strengthening  her  stakes,”  plant¬ 
ing  her  vineyards  and  turning  her  desolation  into 
pleasant  places  of  spiritual  strength  and  beauty,  till, 
like  Jacob,  she  is  called  upon  to  recount  with  gratitude 
the  Lord’s  mercies  towards  her,  to  contrast  the  past  days 
of  her  loneliness  and  destitution  with  these  of  her  com¬ 
parative  abundance  and  increase.  No  longer  ago  than 
IS26,  tlie  address  of  the  Bishop  to  the  Convention  com¬ 
menced  with  the  following  language  of  despondency: 

“  The  history  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
Ohio  during  the  last  year,  exhibits  little  more  than  the 
deplorable  effects  of  the  want  of  clergymen.  E.xcept 
my  own  feeble  endeavours,  the  parishes  in  the  Diocese 
have  been  blessed  with  the  regular  ministrations  of  but 
three  clergymen.” — The  parishes  were  at  tiiat  time 
weak,  and  most  of  them  unable  to  afford  a  competent 
support  to  their  ministers.  A  glance  at  the  journal  of 
the  present  year,  shows  a  very  different  state  of  things. 
Tlie  number  of  clergymen  is  now  increased  to  nine¬ 
teen.  The  parishes  have  become  much  more  nume¬ 
rous,  and  have  more  than  doubled  their  ability  to  main¬ 
tain  the  ordinances  of  the  Gospel.  And  although  so 
many  clergymen  have  recently  procured  settlements 
in  the  Diocese,  yet  at  no  previous  period  were  there 
more  earnest  desires  expressed  to  obtain  ministerial 
labours,  than  during  the  last  Convention.  It  is  known 
to  the  writer  of  this  that  six  vacancies  now  exist,  from 
which  urgent  requests  have  been  made  without  effect, 
— and  in  every  one  of  them  a  faithful  clergyman  would 
be  insured  a  competent  maintenance,  w’itb  the  pros¬ 
pect  of  inubh  usefulness  before  him.  It  is  a  matter 
of  rP4''ret  that  the  number  of  labourers  is  still  so  dis¬ 
proportionate  to  our  wants,  yet  it  affords  pleasing  as¬ 
surance,  that  when  the  Lord  of  tlie  harvest  is  pleased 
to  send  forth  laboureris  they  shall  not  want  fields  to 
cultivate,  and  may  hope  not  to  labour  in  vain.  Among 
the  tokens  for  good,  which  God  has  vouchsafed  for  our 
encouragement,  it  is  not  the  smallest,  that  He  has 
liestowed  so  rich  a  blessing  upon  our  College,  and  put 
it  into  the  hearts  of  so  many  of  its  inmates  to  devote 
themselves  to  his  service.  Twenty-six  within  tlie 
i  last  year  have  taken  His  solemn  vows  upon  them, 
j  making  the  whole  numlier  foriy,  of  those  who  have 
professed  to  be  His. — Many  of  these,  we  trust,  will 
i  feel  it  to  be  their  duty  and  privilege  to  serve  at  His 
{ altars,  and  publish  the  message  of  reconciliation  to 
their  fellow  men.  The  present  number  of  candidates 
for  orders,  is  nine.  We  should  be  glad  to  be  able  to 
{present  our  readers  with  an  exact  summary  of  the 
1  statistics  of  the  Diocese,  but  the  reports  are  so  dofec- 
j  tive  as  to  render  it  impossible. — As-near  as  we  can  esti- 
!  mate,  the  number  of  Corniniinicants  is  about  1,100;

American  Bible  Society. — This  society  was  formed 
in  the  city  of  New-York,  in  May,  1916.  The  perse-- 
vering  labours  of  Samuel  John  Mills  contributed  much 
to  this  result.  The  N.  Y.  Bible  Society  recommended 
the  measure,  and  the  venerable  Bondinot,  their  first 
President  and  liberal  patron,  then  President  of  the 
New-Jersev  Bible  Society,  strongly  supported  the  sug¬ 
gestion,  The  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  inti 
mated  the  plan  to  the  Philadelphia  Bible  Society. 
Under  these  circumstances,  Delegates  from  all  parts 
of  the  United  States  met  in  New-York,  and  the  nation 
al  Institution  was  formed.  Divine  Providence  has 
smiled  upon  this  institution  from  its  formation  to  the 
present  time.  Its  object  has  iiniformily  been,  to  print 
and  circulate  the  Scriptures,  without  note  or  comment, 
throughout  the  United  States.  A  few  years  since  the 
County  of  Mnnroe  in  N.  Y.  resolved  to  supply  all  the 
destitute  in  tfiis  county.  A  similar  resolution  by  the 
Parent  Society  first  embraced  more  than  of 

inhabitants  in  the  United  St.Ttes,  but  now  extends  to 
all.  Eight  patent  pres.ses,  and  20  common  presses  arc 
now  in  operation,  which  can  furnish  3(M),000  Bibles  a 
year.  Since  the  organization  of  the  Society  it  lia.s 
received  funds  to  the  amount  $6.59,-570 — issued

But  is  it  fanaticism  to  hold  the  doctrine  of  the  Church 
of  England  as  they  were  held  by  those  who  framed 
her  Articles,  Homilies,  and  forms  of  worship?  What 
was  the  Creed  of  Cranmer,  Parker,  Grindal,  Whitgift, 

Bancroft  and  Abbot  (the  first  six  Archbishops  of  Can¬ 
terbury  after  the  Reformation)  but  that  which  is  now 
called  Calvinism,  and  for  which  we  arc  stigmatized  as 
a  turbulent  sect  that  want  to  overthrow  the  Church ! 

Did  those  men  who  built  the  Church — did  Jewell, 

Hooker,  Hall,  Usher,  Davenanf,  and  Sanderson,  who 
were  her  most  strenuous  defenders  against  popisii  and 
puritan  adversaries — occcnsioii  lier  overtlirow  ?  I 
defy  any  man  to  show  that  we  hold 
practice,  but  what  was  held  by  all 
fathers  of  the  Churcli  of  England,  and  by  some  of  them  I  contest,  which,  to  use  his  own  expression,  was  carry 
in  a  higher  degree.  What  ignorance* — what  wicked- !  i>ig  on  in  the  earth  between  Christ  and  Belial.  When 
ness  then  is  it,  thus  to  misrepresent  our  character  and  j  this  noble  institution,  the  Bible  Society,  was  brought 
views!

His  grand  object  was  to  reach  the 
heart;  and  he  took  it  for  granteid,  that  whenever  he 
could  succeed  in  inducing  a  care  for  the  soul  as  “the 
one  thing  needful,” — wlienever  “the  root  of  the  mat¬ 
ter,”  as  he  termed  it,  w'as  implanted,  tliere  would  be 
little  comjMirative  relish  for  tlic  vain  pleasures  of  the 
world. 

'File  disposition  wliich  Mr.  R.  cultivated  in  himself, 
and  in  his  serious  friends  and  acquaintances,  may  be 
summed  up  in  a  brief  character  gNen  by  himself,  in 
his  account  of  Mr.  Milner’s  visits  at  York.  ISIr.  !Mil- 
ner  found  there  “a  religious  society  exactly  suited  to 
his  taste;  a  people  sincerely  desirous  of  ‘living  godly 
in  Christ  Jesu?,’  without  pliarisaical  singularities  or 
the  cant  of  a  sect;  afraid  of  schism,  and  content  with 
the  means  of  instruction  aflbrde*!  in  the  established 
Church,  without  judging  those  serious  persons  who  I 
attended  separate  places  of  worsiiip.” 

As  it  was  his  constant  wish  that  they  who  compos¬ 
ed  his  spiritual  charge  might  “  adorn  the  doctrine  of 
God  their  Saviour  in  all  things” — might  be  useful  and 
exemplary  characters — “lights  in  the  world” — “the 
salt  of  the  earth” — a  comfort  and  a  blessing  in  their 
generation  -  so  he  was  himself  not  wanting  in  the  en¬ 
couragement  of  every  good  and  benevolent  work. 
'I’liE  York  Charitabi.e  SotaETV,  for  visiting  the  dis¬ 
tressed  p<x)r  at  their  owm  houses,  and  the  York  Sun¬ 
day  S<’fnK)Ls,  are  institutions  founded  by  him,  which 
have  already  l»een  the  means  of  extensive  benefit  to 
the  souls  and  bodies  of  the  poor.  But  the  grand  object 
of  his  heart  was  the  extension  of  the  Redeemer’s  king¬ 
dom  in  the  earth.  On  this  topic,  Mr.  Gray,  his  oldest 
surviving  intimate  friend,  thus  expressed  himself,  at  a 
numerous  meeting  of  the  York  Churcli  IMissionary  So¬ 
ciety,  held  four  days  after  Mr.  Richardson’s  death  : — 
“  From  my  earliest  acquaintance  with  him,  (and  of 
course  long  before  any  thing  like  a  general  manifesta¬ 
tion  on  the  liead  of  Missions  had  taken  place  in  our 
country,)  his  mind  was  much  occupied  on  Missionary 
subjects.  I  have  heard  him  say,  that  he  had  read 
every  book  he  could  lay  his  liands  on,  which  gave  an 
account  of  endeavours  to  propagate  the  Gospel  amongst 
the  heatlien  ;  and  even  where  there  might  be  a  taint 
of  error  or  superstition,  a«  in  the  labours  of  the  Jesuits, 
still  he  rejoiced  to  see  the  light  of  Christianity  attempt¬ 
ed  to  be  shed  on  regions  wliich  lay  in  darkness  and  in 
the  shadow  of  death.  Some  of  my  early  acquaintances 
will  remember  with  what  earnestness  he  engaged  our 
attention  and  support  in  favour  of  the  Missions  of  the 
United  Brethren,  many  years  before  their  proceedings 
were  generally  noticed  or  iheir  case  brought  before 
the  public.  I  need  not  (added  Mr.  Gray)  describe  to 
any  doctrine  or  j  you  the  inereasing  joy  of  his  heart,  on  seeing  this  na- 
these  eminent  1  tien  liegin  to  take  an  open  and  decided  part  in  the  great 


duty  to  submit  to  whatever  means  might  be  thought 
necessary  for  the  preservation  of  his  lifV,  and  desired 
the  medical  attendants  to  do  whatever  they  chose. 
'I’hey  left  him  for  a  sliort  time,  and  he  expressed  a 
hope  that  he  might  enjoy  a  little  sleep  during  the  in¬ 
terval. 

Before  the  operation,  his  friend,  Mr.  Gray,  visited 
him,  and  observed,  that  he  trusted  the  Ijord  would  give 
him  strength  to  bear  his  suflerings  with  firmness  and 
patience.  He  replied,  “he  never  had  forsaken  me, 
and  I  am  persuaded  he  never  will.”  His  fortitude, 
during  a  painful  operation  which  lasted  half  nn  hour, 
was  exemplary ;  and  excited  the  admiration  of  those 
who  were  present  For  the  first  three  days,  hopes 
were  entertained  of  his  recovery,  but  these  proved  de¬ 
ceitful. 

In  reference  to  death-bed  scenes,  he  remarked,  on

MEMOIR  OF  THE  REV.  WILLIAM  RICHAUDSON. 

While  Mr.  Richardson  consulted  the  edification  of 
his  people  by  establishing  a  week-day  lecture,  he  also 
evinced  his  anxiou.s  concern  for  tl»e  welfare  of  the 
rising  generathm,  by  reviving  the  much  neglected 
duty  of  catechising,  in  which  he  engaged  every  year, 
until  that  preceding  his  death,  on  the  Sunday  evenings 
in  May  and  Juno.  His  copious  exposition  of  the 
(.’hurcli  Catechism  was  profitable  not  only  to  the  cate¬ 
chumens,  but  to  a  numerous  congrecation  of  adults, 
who  attended  on  these  (x*casion:i.  His  familiar  and 
happy  illustrations  and  successful  mode  of  engaging 
the  attention  of  the  young,  aud  eliciting  tlieir  answers, 
rendered  this  branch  of  liis  duty  particularly  interest¬ 
ing.  In  fact,  he  was  wont  to  mention  it  as  the  most 
gratifying  part  of  his  ministerial  labours. 

Equally  (liligei  t  was  Mr.  Riciiardson  in  preparing  ( 
the  younger  part  of  his  |)arit?liiouf;rs  for  Conlirmatioii. 
Many  individuals  who  now  adorn  the  Christiun  pro¬ 
fession  by  an  exemplary  course  of  conduct,  dale  their 
first  gooii  impressions  from  Ins  instructions  at  this  im¬ 
portant  season. 

Mr.  Richardson  inaiitJained  an  inlimate  acquaint¬ 
ance  with  several  ministers  of  cougeninl  sentiments, 
particularly  the  Rev.  Thomas  Adam,  of  W'iiitrihghain, 
author  of  the  ‘Private  Thoughts,’  the  Rev.  James 
•Still inglleet,  of  Hutharn,  author  of  an  ‘  I'lxposition  of 
the  Churcli  Catechism,’  and  the  Rev.  Joseph  Milner, 
of  Hull,  author  of  the  ‘Churcli  History.’ 

In  tho  earlier  part  of  his  ministry,  Mr.  R.  enjoyed 
the  friendship  and  confidence  of  that  excellent  Chris¬ 
tian  and  philanthropist,  John  'riioriiton,  E>q.  of  Clap- 
ham,  who  by  his  w  ill  appointed  hiin  one  of  his  trus¬ 
tees,  for  filling  up  the  benefiersof  which  Mr.  'riiornUm 
died  possessed.  Amongst  Mr.  Richardson’s  iutiuiatc 
friends,  may  he  mentioned.  Dr.  Milner,  Dean  of  Car¬ 
lisle,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Buchanan;  he  has  mentioned 
also  with  pleasure,  tliat  about  the  year  1774,  during  » 
sliort  visit  to  Ixindon,  (the  only  one  he  ever  paid)  he 
had  an  interview  witli  Mr.  Romaine,  who,  to  Mr. 
Richanisoii’s  surprise,  knew  him  well  by  character,  re- 
ceiveil  him  ns  a  son  in  the  Gospel,  and  told  him,  he 
daily  prayed-for  him  by  name,  along  with  other  felli>w- 
labonrcrs  in  tlie  Lord’s  vineyard. 

During  the  latter  years  of  his  life,  Mr.  Richardson 
obtained  the  co-opt  ration  of  many  of  his  clerical  breth¬ 
ren  in  New-York.  Tliese  he  regularly  met  once  a 
month.  It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  state,  that  the  ob¬ 
ject  of  these  clerical  meetings,  both  at  Ilotham  and  at 
York,  was  the  inip<irtant  interests  of  the  members,  as 
responsible  guardians  of  the  immortal  souls  of  the 
people  committetl  to  their  charge.  It  may  be  mention¬ 
ed  to  the  honour  of  Mr.  Richardson,  tliat  though  the 
accession  of  faithful  ministers  into  several  pulpits  in 
York  had  the  effect  of  diminishing  the  stated  congre¬ 
gation  ill  his  own  Church,  ke  exliibited  no  jealousy  on 


Swift  or  Johnson  who  said  he  hated  the  W’higs,  be 
cause  all  men  of  an  Infidel  or  Atheistic  cast  were  in 
that  number  ;  ami  I  confess  I  should  not  like  to  emliark 
in  a  cause,  or  to  be  on  that  side  of  a  question,  where 
the  w'orst  of  mankind  were  sure  to  muster.  May  iny 
lot,  in  time  and  in  eternity,  bo  with  the  disciples  of  the 
cross  of  Christ,  who  are  vile  in  their  own  sight,  and 
rely  upm  him  for  righteousness  and  strength !  I  have 
no  learning,  family,  rank,  or  superior  moral  excel¬ 
lence  to  boast  of;  but  if  )  had  I  would  wish  to  say, 
‘God  forbid  that  I  should  glory,  save  in  the  cross  of 
our  Ixird  Jesus  Christ;  by  whom  the  W’orld  is  cruci¬ 
fied  unto  me,  aud  I  unto  the  world.’ 

“The  scheme  of  religion,  sometimes  called  evangeli¬ 
cal,  spiritual,  or  experimental,  is  undoubtedly  what  I 
prefer.  I  see,  hoyvever,  the  danger  of  making  Chris¬ 
tianity  consist  in  strong  emotions  and  devout  affec¬ 
tions,  and  am  fully  persuaded,  that  many  high  pro¬ 
fessors  of  religion  maintain  a  good  opinion  of  them- 


there  arose  in  the  bosom  of  our  own  Church,  and  in 
accordance  with  her  scriptural  and  apostolical  views, 
the  Church  Missionary  Society,  we  well  know  the  en¬ 
ergy  with  which  he  embarked  in,  and  promoted  those 
grand  designs  ;  an  energy  opposed  to,  and  in  this  in¬ 
stance  overpowering  a  portion  of  inertness  which  was 
discoverable  in  the  frame  of  ills  constitution.  It  was 
e.xertoil,  even  at  the  hazard  of  his  health ;  and  my  es¬ 
teemed  friends  ot  both  sexes,  who  have  so  laudably 
signalized  themselves  in  this  great  and  good  work, 
will  long  remember  his  diligent  attendance  at  their 
quarterly  meetings,  often  in  much  bodily  weakness, 
animating  and  encouraging  them,  and  pointingout  those 
parts  of  the  sacred  writings,  which  predict  tho  suc¬ 
cess  and  glory  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom  in  these 
latter  days  of  the  Church.”

On  his  friends 
expressing  regret  that  he  was  not  permitted  to  rise, 
and  enjoy  the  comfort  of  having  his  bed  made,  he  said, 

“  To  be  sure  it  is  very  wearisome ;  but  how  much 
worse  have  many  better  men  fared  '  I  am  old  enough 
to  remember  Bishop  Wilson,  who  lost  the  use  of  his 
arm  by  lying  in  a  damp  prison.”  On  Thursday,  May 
17th,  his  great  weakness  indicated  approaching  disso¬ 
lution.  He  had  now  become  free  from  pain ;  his  cough 
and  expectoration  had  ceased  ;  he  spoke  little,  and  lay 
in  a  state  of  languor,  exhaustion,  and  occasional  torpor. 
About  six  in  the  evening  (an  liour  before  his  departure) 
he  suddenly  turned  his  face  to  Mrs.  Richardson,  and 
looked  earnestly  at  her,  kissed  her,  and  said,  “Good 
night;”  then  raising  his  head  a  little,  he  did  the  same 
to  her  niece,  who  was  kneeling  by  his  bed  and  rubbing 
his  already  cold  hand.  He  added,  “I  wish  you  all  a 
good  night.”  A  cordial  was  soon  afterwards  offered 
to  him,  which  he  declined,  remarking,  “AW  your 
means  are  of  no  use; — my  pleasures  are  all  to 
COME.”  These  were  his  last  words,  and  about  twenty 
minutes  afterwards  he  peaceably  expired,  in  the  77th 
year  of  his  age,  and  the  53il  of  his  ministry. 

Mr.  Richardson  had  left  directions  that  his  funeral 
should  be  private ;  but  the  general  feeling  would  not 
be  satisfied  without  some  demonstration  of  respect  to 
this  old  and  venerable  member  of  the  Church.  The 
churchwardens,  and  principal  inhabitants  of  his  parish, 
assembled  in  deep  mourning,  near  his  house,  and  walk¬ 
ed  in  ranks  at  the  head  of  the  funeral  procession 
After  them,  and  immediately  before  the  hearse,  came 
about  forty  of  the  clergy,  in  their  robes,  two  and  two ; 
while  at  Belfrey’s  Church,  a  numerous  congregation 
was  assembled.  Nor  could  the  oldest  inhabitants  of 
the  city  remember  on  any  occasion  so  general  and  un¬ 
feigned  a  sentimeiM;  of  respect  and  attachment.  It  may 
be  asked,  how  did  it  happen  that  one,  who,  during  the 
earlier  part  of  his  life,  encountered  so  much  prejudice 
and  dislike,  was,  at  his  death,  so  generally  honoured? 
His  principles  and  his  character  were  unaltered  :  and 
some  of  those  very  sermons,  which,  forty  or  fifty  years^ 
before,  had  given  umbrage  to  his  hearers,  were  again 
preached  by  him  within  a  short  period  of  his  death 
But  a  long  and  uniform  course  of  consistent  conduct,  of 
piety,  benevolence,  and  inflexible  integrity,  overcame 
prejudice,  and  secured  a  considerable  share  of  the  pub¬ 
lic  respect  and  esteem.
